BRITISH AIM 


Policies Outlined in 1922, 
Statement Are Re- 
affirmed

LONDON, Oct. 31--The British 
government made it plain in a state- 
ment issued last night that it intends 
to continue the administration of 
Palestine in accordance with the terms 


of the mandate as approved by the 
council of the League of Nations. 

“Tt must be realized.” says the re- 
jy “that it is useless for Jewish 
eaders to press the government to 
conform to their policy in regard. for 
example, to immigration and land, and 
to the aspirations of the more un- 
compromising sections of Jewish 
opinions. 

“Tt is equally useless for the Arab 
leaders to maintain their demands for 
a form of constitution which would 
render it impossible for the govern- 
ment to carry out their double under- 
taking to the Jewish people and the 
non-Jewish population of Palestine.” 

The nt’s atm, says the re- 
port. is to promote the interests of 
inhabitants—both Arabs and Jews— 
im a manner consistent with the ob- 
ligations which the mandate imposes 

Policies Reaffirmed 


The policies outlined in the 1922 
statement. providing for government 
by a high commission, an executive 
council and a legislative council, was 
reaffirmed in general. 

It is stated at the same time 
that the time has come when the 
question of establishing a measure of 
self-government in Palestine must be 
taken in hand without delay. This 
step, it was added, would be com- 
patible with the terms of the man- 
date. 

In carrying out this the government 
intends to set up the legislative council 
on the general lines indicated by the 
1922 statement of British policy. which

One firm of Canadian manufactur- 
ers, producing Gyproc, is carrying large 
advertisements in the newspapers to 
urge householders to make needed re- 
pairs and improvements to their pre- 
mises now, and thus give odd jobs to 
men who nee@ work. These advertise- 
ments will be effective; it is to be hoped 
they may be widely so, and that other 
manufacturers may follow the lead. 

The cynic will object that the com- 
pany thus hopes to sell more of its pro- 
duct. Of course it does, and it deserves 
to sell more. Otherwise it could not 
with due regard to business afford to 
run a campaign of the kind, and there 
would be no inducement to others to do 
the like service. What Canada needs 
just now is not ddles or hand-outs, but 
that industrialists and men with means 
should be able to see opportunities to 
help both themselves and others. Un- 
employment will never be cured until it 
is cured that way. 


CANADIAN WHEAT OR RUSSIAN? 


Mr. Lloyd George thinks Great Bri- 
tain should abolish the dole, provide 
work for everybody who will work, re- 
vise its trade facilities and export cre- 
dits, and “seek trade with Russia 

“Seeking trade with Russia 
course means taking Russian wheat and 
other products in exchange for British 
gopds. That proposition has an unwel- 
come sound in Canada. It is probably 
unwelcome at present also to the great 
majority of people in Great Britain, 
who are looking for something in the 
way of public policy that will encour- 
age trade within the Empire. 

But suppose Canada and the other 
dominions stand pat on the demand of 
tariff preference for tariff preference; 
and, should Britain refuse that propo- 
sal, as it is rather likely to do, proceed 
to withdraw the preference they have 
hitherto granted to British goods? In 
that event the development of trade 
with Russia will take on a very differ- 
ent complexion, viewed from the stand- 
point of British industry and industrial 
workers. 

Britain has to find markets for 
more marmufactured goods somewhere, 
Should the dominions close their doors 
against these goods, Russia is the most 
likely-looking part of the world in 
which to find an alternative market for 
them. And it may as well be recognized 
first as last that Britain will have to 
buy its wheat and other raw products 
where it sells its manufactured 
The dominion representatives at the Im- 
perial conference might think that over 
for a while

OPENING A NEW TRADE AREA 


As one result of the arrangement by 
which the C. P. R. has undertaken to 
speed up its construction program in 
the interests of immediate employment, 
The Lacombe and North Western Rail- 
way is to be completed from the present 


terminus at Thorsby ‘to the junction 
with the Calgary and Edmonton line. 
This gap covers a distance of some 22 


miles, and the making of the roadbed 
will prvoide work for a large number of 
men and teams during the fall and win- 
ter should the weather be favorable 
Aside from the assistance that will 
be thus given in regularizing the em- 
ployment situation, the completion of 
this road will be of real and permanent 
importance alike to Edmonton and to 
the stretch of productive country the 
road is intended to serve. The new line 
lies about midway between the C. and 
E. and the Clearwater and Saskatche- 
wan rivers, at a distance of from 20 to 
40 miles from the latter railway. The 
westerly pdrtion of this territory has 
hitherto beep without direct rail access 


to Edmonton markets and business 
houses, 

The whole area tributary to the new 
line is fairly well settled, parts of it 
having been closely settled and well de- 
veloped for many years. The comple- 
tion of the railway will put the settle- 
ments lying west of it within as easy 
reach of Edmonton as the country 
which lies between its right of way and 
the C. and BE. The convenient access 
thus provided to the city markets will 
be a substantial advantage to the farm- 
ing population in the district, as the 
shipping facilities into the district will 
be an advantage to Edmonton business 
establishments.

his own day he was highly regarded as a humorist, his 
genius for comedy, as it is expressed, earing him the 
apellation of the English Aristophanes, a title which was 
probably, more complimentary than descriptive. 
difficult to judge how he would compare with some of 
the funny men of our time, Humour, like fashion, has 
Foot's humour was of the personal char- 
acter, and suited the age if it did not always delight the 
caricatured. But although it was direct and scathing it 
was not always directed vindictively, as Foote not in-

Lord Byron: No, you have a spice 
of Mother Eye in you; you married 
me because your friends wished you 
not to do 80. You had refused me 
twice. I will be revenged!

rom the point of view of varicty, 
d.versity in schools and contrast be- 
tween new and old, the annual loan 
exhibition at the Edmonton Museum | 
of Arts this week is the most interest- 
ing yet hung in the museum rooms, 
fourth floor civic bleck. One turns, 
for instance, from the confemplation 
of old-fashioned dignity, mastery of 
style and richness of deep color tones | 
in a Reynolds and a Lely (loaned by 
Miss Rachel Vieira) to the last 
searcely-dry work of members of the 
Edmonton Art Ciub, speaking in fresh 
tones and modern lines the language | 
of Alberta today, 

There are those quaint and fascin- 
ating Japanese prints, like bright and 
colorful poems, loaned by Mics Valens 


A ship at sea, all in so quiet a grey 


that it might bave taken shape out of 
sea mist, and been dissolved as easily, 
is a shadowy memory. The night scene 
of black water and sky with a vague 
shore line, and the sudden orange of 
Oriental lights, might have been a 
Hirosegea. 

The loan exhibition from the Nat- 
fonal Gallery was one which attracted 
considerable attention, and was rich 
in beautiful figures particularly. The 
Sylphide by Franchere was a poetic 
study of a young girl, with grace and 
delicacy in every line and every tone. 
Suzor-Cote’s nude study, “A Daffo- 
dail” by Muntz and “Audrey Buller” 
by Hewton were three challenging | 
portraits of women, distinctive and 
unusual. Several beautiful landscapes 
such as Bruce's “Setting Moon” a 
study in quiet evening tones, almost 
simplicity, and 
Lalage by Perrigard showed a freedom 
of style yet a delicacy of touch. The 
Schocl of Severn representations, 
such as “Red Maple” by A. Y. Jack- 
son and “Shacks” by Lawren Harris 
Were true to form, attaining some- 
thing striking in line and color along 
with a modernistic flare. 

Included in the local loan exhibit 
Were a number of fine steel engrav- 
ings, such as those loaned by Major 
A. C. Grant. showing an infinite love 
of perfecttion of detail, Major D. A 
Petrie’s steel engravings were also 
very fine, illustrating old Scottish 
works. A number of interesting en- 
gravings, and artistic pieces of old 
china, embroidery, Persian ivory and 
china loaned by Mr. Howard Stutch- 
bury occasioned much interest. The 
“Kelmscott” Press publications loaned 


by Hen. A. C. Rutherford were of 
Particuiar interest. Among the many 
mezzotints loaned by Mr. and Mre 
R. P. Lefroy the one of Rt. Hon 


Spencer Perceval (1812) was of parti-

The well-known child study “Bub- 


bles” mezzotint by Sir J. E. Millias 
was also loaned in this collection 
Among the paintings loaned by Dr. R

of the finest oils of sheep by the 
famous French Painter, Charles Jac- 
ques. British and Colonial coins loan- 
ed by Dr. Frank Gray were shown in

McKenzie's statue of “The 
Athlete’ which will be presented to 
the University by the Edmonton 
Academy of Medicine” was a very 
fine piece of work, the measurements 
of the figure being in accord with 500 
typical tests made in eastern univer- 
sities.

If we say that charm in a girl is 
personality—that it is what we slangily 
describe as IT we merely substitute one 
mystery for another, for no one can put 
his finger on just that particular imntang 
ible quality in a woman that attracts us 
to her as the magnet draws the needle 
Tt isn't beauty alone, for often we tur 
e@ living picture to the wall and cherls! 
bme woman who is hardly more than « 
hromo, yet good louks are certainly part of 
girl's charm. It isn't intelligence alone, 
we all know high-browed ladies from 
ose intellectual conversation we flee as 
pm a pestilence, while we seck the society 
other women who, as the phrase goes, 
ould never set the river on fire Yet cer- 
fainly dullness has no place in a woman's 
pertoire of charms, 


assuredly goodness or badness \N 
has nothing to do with a woman's : 
charm, for are female saints who set our teeth on edge and others 
whom we would follow into any sort of a cult. And it is charm that gives 
ay! vamps their power, for without that they would work their sorceries 
in vain. 


As near as we can define charm it is the come-hither look in a woman 
7. but what lights that we do not know, We only know that if she has 
that she may be plain of face and lumpy in figure, she may lack brilliance 
and wit. She may not even be unselfish or amiable, and yet she will always 
have men running after her she may marry as often as she pleases, and sh¢ 
will even be popular with women. 


So far as the outward earmarks of charm in a girl go, they consist 
in her making herself as attractive as she can. She can do this, first, 
by developing to their fullest extent such good looks as nature has be- 
stowed upon her.

And when we come to analyze thic charm in a girl IT think that we 
find it is mostly made up of three things, tact, appreciation and sym- 
pathy. All of us are vain. All of us have our little peculiarities and 
prejudices, and we are just naturally attracted to those people who re- 
spect our “keep-off-the-grass” signs, and who neatly sidestep our little 
eccentricities. We adore having our fur smoothed down the right way 
and we purr under the hand that does it. 


If you will observe you will see that the woman who has a reputation 
for being charming has a sixth sense that enables her to divins the subjects 
that irritate us, and to anticipate our likes and dislikes. She never descants 
to an unsuccessful man about what a go-getter some other man is. She 
never tells the man who comes and takes her out in a ilivver about how grand 
a Rolls-Royce rides. She never gets into arguments or disputes and, some- 
how, she always maneges to turn the spotlight on us and make us feel great 
and glorious and that she is filled with admiration for us. 

Then the charming girl is always appreciative. We love to do things 
for her because she is grateful and because she lets us sec that we have 
made her happy. She is generous in her thanks and doesn’t take every 
favor as less than her due, 


Above all a charming woman is sympathetic. She enters into our joys 
and sorrows and rejoices with us when we rejoice and weeps with us when 
we weep. She is never too self-centred to enter into our lives and become 
part of them.

Trades and Labor Council Highly Indignant 


at Action of Provi

RESOURCES | 
OFFICIALS 
WILL GATHER 


Will Come Here Friday 
From Three Western 
Provinces 


Representatives of the Alberta | 
Saskatchewan, British Columbia and | 
Manitoba governments will meet here 
on Friday next to discuss various 
problems arising out of the recent 
return of the natural resources, ac- 
cording to an announcement made on 
Tuesday by Premier J. E. Brownlee. 

Premier John Bracken of Manitoba, 
and Premier J. T. M. Anderson of 
Saskatchewan are expected to be pres- 
ent as well as the deputy ministers of 
the four western provinces. 

The British Columbia interest is ex- 
pected to centre on problems arising 
out of the administration of the rall- 
way lines recently transferred to pro- | 
vincial control. 

The Premier said that several ques- 
tions arise for discussion at the parley, 
dealing with all branches of govern- 
ment affairs dealing with the ad- 
ministration of the resources. 

He expected that special interest 
would revolve around the matter of 
records. The Dominion government 
feels that it must retain control of 
specified original records at Ottawa, 
while the provincial governments find 
themselves entirely unable to deal with 
some questions arising out of these 
records. 

For example, the question of assign- 
ing all ofl leases is causing a very 
great deal of difficulty as the pro- 
vincial officials found it impossible to 
put these assignments through without 
the information contained only on ad 
department files at Ottawa. 

Tt is hoped an agreement can be 
reached between the prdévinces as to 
what should be asked for so that 
joint representation can be made to! 
the Dominion government.

Farmilo 
added that !t is realized that for their 
own welfare, convicts should be kept 
from idleness, but not to the detri- 
ment of free workmen 

He informed the Trades Council that

Every person who offers for sale or 
sells potatoes by the sack must mark 
his full name and post office address, 
as well as the grade under which they 
are sold, ov a tag attached to every 
sack. If sacks are emptied upon de- 
livery at least one tag must be left 
with the purchaser. 

Fach buyer of potatoes, whether 
merchant or housewife, should de- 
mand this, which is really the seller's 
guarantee to the purchaser, This is 
dominion law and every buyer is en- 
Utled to the protection of the Act, 

In view of the recent weather con- 
ditions, there should be special care 
exercised and close inspection by 
every buyer of potatoes during the 
next few weeks.
